Account of the first settlement 
ef Baptists in Virginia, and their 
progress to the end of the year 
1760: 

The Virginia Baptists had evi- 
dently their rise from three differ- 
ent stocks: The first and most 
ancient were probably emigrants 
from England, and settled in the 
south east part of the State. The 
second came from some of the 
states to the north of Virginia and 
settled in the north west part of 
the state. The third emicrated 
from N. England and settled for a 
short time in Virginia; then re- 
moved to N. Carolina, where they 
finally settled ; from each of these 

nall stocks numerous families 
have sprang which we shall treat 
of in order. 

_At what peried the first colony 
of Baptists emigrated from Kag- 
tand and settled in Virginia, is not 
known; but it appears to have 
been sone Une previous to the 
year 171¢. For it appears from a 
Jetter written by John Han nere- 
iey of Va. to Eider Eyers, of New- 
port, Rhode Island, dated Jan. 33, 
1742,% * That in consequence of 
letters from Vir rint: ay Robert Nor- 
din and Phonas White, were or- 
dained in London in May, 1714, 

anisoon sailed for Virinia; but 
White died on the passage. Nor- 
Cia arrived in Virginia, and ra-

thered a Baptist church in Prince 
George County,t and continued 
preaching at that and other places 
as long as he lived; he died ing 
good old age December 1, 1725. 
Richard Jones was ordained to the 
care of the same Church on April 
39, 1727, and continued to be their 
minister when the letter was writ- 
ten in 1742. This Church at that 
time contained about 40 members. 
Eider Backus further observes, 
that, William Sojourner went fron 
this Church into North Carolina, 
where he gathered a Church about 
the year 1740. How long Mr.. 
Jones continued after the e of 
this letter is not now known. The 
Church itself is now extinct ; the 
last account of her existence was 
in December, 1756, at which time 
there was a division among them ; 
some died, some moved to North 
Carolina, &c. so that it is hardly 
probable that this church was ip 
existence in the year 1760. Those 
who moved to N. Carolina were 
more successful ; in the course of 
ten years after this they were in- 
creased to sixteen Churches ; the 
Kehukee history relates as fol-, 
laws, “ We believe they were the 
descendants of the English gene- 
ral Baptists,t because we find 
from some original papers that 
their confession of faith was sub- 
scribed by certain Elders, Dea- 
cons, and Brethren, in behalf of 
themselves, and others to who 
they belonged both in London, and 
several counties in England and 
ee 
+ Some accounts say this Church 
was in Isle of Wight, Probably Prince 
George county was taken off from Isle 
of Wight 
{ The original Church which wags 
planted in Prince George, as menti of- 


edabove, whichin England is term eg 
general Baptists, 
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Yvas presented to king Charles the 
Second. 

Chey preached and adhered 
to the Armenian or free will doc- 
trines, and their churches were 
established upon that system.— 
They gathered churches without 
requiring an experience of grace 
Previous to baptism, but baptized 
any who believed in the doctrine 
of baptism by immersion. The 
Cherches ef this order were first 
gathered here by Elder Paul Pal- 
mer and Josefih Parker ;\| who 
were succeeded by a number of 
ministers whom they had baptiz- 
ed; some of whom we have ne 
reason to believe were converted 
when they were bapuzed, or first 
began to preach. We cannot 
learn, that it was customary with 
them to hold associations at all, 
but met at yearly meetings where 
matters of consequerce were de- 
termined.” We cannot find that 
any of these Baptist churches 
were situate in Virginia, but chief.- 
fy lay in the eastern counties of 
North Carolina, bordering on Vir- 
ginia, and thus things remained 
until some time previous to 
year 1765. 

The second colony of Baptist 
who settled in the north western 
parts of Virginia, came in two

13th chapters of the Revelation, it 
appears, that the continuance of 
the Beast, or man of sin, is 42 
months ; during the same period 
the woman, or true church of 
Christ, is to be fed and nourished 
in the wilderness twelve hundred 
and sixty days, er, a “time and 
times and a half time,’’—also, dure 
ing the same period. the two wit- 
nesses, or true preachers of the 
gospel of Christ, were to prophe- 
cy clothed in sackcloth, and the 
Gentiles to tread the holy city un- 
der foot. Now by comparing 
the whole of these remarkable 
prophecies together, and with o- 
ther parts of the holy scriptures, 
we may gather; that some 
enormeus fiower, or fiowers, 
Should be frermitted, te frersecute, 
affect and tread under fot the 
true church of Christ, twe/ve 
hundredand sixty firropihetic ditty 
which by reckoning one day for a 
year, Ezekiel iv. 6. will amount to 
twelve hundred and sixty years ; 
for, a time signifies a year, and 
times, two years, and a half time, 
six months, the whole put toge- 
ther, three years and six months, 
which 1s 42 months, and as the 
ancients reckoned thirty days to 
the month amount to twelve june 
dred and sixty days, or tha, num» 
ber of years. But 1260 ancient 
years of days in the year, 
ought to be reduced to modern 
years of 3654 days in the year; 
thus, if we multiply 1260 by 56 
the product will be 453600 days, 
which divided by quolcs 
nearly 1242 of our modern years 
for the continuance of the Beast. 
Now, the best and most enlightene 
ed of modern writers on t's 
sulye: t, have with a preal aewt of 
reason lixed the rise of the Beasy 
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and the revelation of the man of 
sin in the year 606; if they are 
right in their calculations, the 
downfall of these powers will 
happen aboutthe year 1848, which 
will be a long desired and glorious 
epoch inthe Church of God. 

There cannot be any thing more 
certain, but that God will effect 
his gracious purposes by the use 
o the ordinary means, and that 
thes: means will be by making use 
Oo fis Churches, and people as 
struments, for he says, * I will 
make all my mountains a way, and 
my highways shall be exalted.”— 
Isaiah xlix. Ith. 

‘That man must be both blind 
and deaf indeed, whe cannot see 
with his eyes, nor hear with his 
ears; that these means are at this 
time preparing! yes, already pre- 
pared in part, and new in active 
Operation: The christians in eve- 
ry quarter of the giobe are alrea- 
dy in motion ; “ AMluny are rune 
ning to fro, and knowledce 
is encreasing.”? Missionary socie- 
ties are now forming, and already 
fotmetl by christians in every 
christian country to assist in car- 
rving on this benevolent work. 
Surely God has put it in. their 
hearts to assist in ministering to 
the necessities and wants of his 
dobouring servants while emploved 
in preparing materials for the 
bnitding of his spiritual temples. 
Missionaries of the cross are sally- 
ing ferth in every direction ; they 
fly across the boisterous ocean ; 
they climb the lofty mountain ; 
they penetrate the inmost recess- 
es of the gloomy wil lerness ; not 
apaled by threatning dangers, nor 
detered by sur rounding difficulties 
and privations, they are than 
Willing to spend spent 
in the service 
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more 
and to be

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Saviour ; they run to and fro, and 
through them knowledge will be 
increased, 

Secondly. Bible societies are 
formed and are still forming, not 
only in our America, but also thro’ 
the greater part of Europe; by 
the laudable and active efforts of 
these institutions, the word of life 
is distributed amongst t the poor, 
the needy and the ignorant: The 
holy sc riptures which are able to.

souls brought to the knowledge of 
Jesus. 

Fourthly. The circulation of 
religious periodical publication 
in the form of papers. pamphiets 
or magazines, ts os? an interest- 
ing source of information, instruc 
tion, and religious refreshment, 
and may be justly reckoned a- 
mong the means of increasing 
ligious knowledge. 


Fifthly. hes e might add to these 
already mentioned, education so- 
cieues, Sab b ath schools, amc se- 
veral other t enevolent institu Se

God has designed shall be done. 
What conclusion may we justly 
predicate from the tenor of the 
ancient prophecies, and the signs 
of the taxes in their fulfillment ? 
That they must and will be com- 
pletely fu.fi ied at the time appoint- 
ed of the ‘ather, there can be no 
doubt; and from every circum- 
stance, it appears highly probable 
tthe timeis athand.

The construction of the lan- 
guace bears a striking resemblanec 
to ine Hebrew Every modaihca- 
tion of the verb being made by 
prefixes and suffixes. The Che 
rokees have 12 personal pronouns, 
fraements of which are used as 
prelixes to denote the person, 
nuiber, agent, and object of the 
verb. There are also a tes pri- 
mitive verbs, simply expressing 
existence, parts of which forms the 
tenses when suffixed to verbs.— 
They also contribute to the for- 
m:tion of three or four classes ol 
nouns, from the third person sin- 
rular of the verb, which appears 
to be its theme. 

The language has neither arti- 
cles nor prepositions, and very few 


conjunctions. Lhe nouns have 
neither cases nor venders. Not- 


withstanding this apparent defici- 
ency the verb possesses such a fa- 
cilli'y of modification as to supply 
every detect, and frequently to ex- 
pre ss an idea more precisely than 
car be cone in English. 

The number of inflections of 
which a full Cherokee verb is 
susceptible, is almost incredi- 
ble ; yet these are arranged 
with so much regularity as to 
render the knowledge of them 
comparatively easy of attain- 
ment We have discovered four 
modes, viz —Indicative, Impe 
rative, Potential, and Subjunc 
tive. The first has 9 tenses ; 
the second has 1; the third 10, 
and the fourth § tenses.— Bro 
ther Jones has just been rec 
Koning the inflections ot the 
Verb TO BRING: and tound 
them to be twelve thousand.

Extract of a letter received in 
Washington City daied Bloom- 
field, Nelson Couniy, Kiy. July 
20, 1822, 

REY AND DEAR SIR, 

Agrecably to your request, 
will give you a detail of the 
state of religion in this and the 
adjoining counties For seve- 
ral years past. religion has 
been on the decline in this part 
of Kentucky. Ministers ira 
large degree had imbibed a 
spirit of controversy, contend- 
ing about doctrines and words 
to no profit, only to the sub- 
verting of the hearers, until 
practical piety had almost be- 
come extinct: yet there ap- 
pears to have been encugh both 
ol miunisters and people who 
Were far from partaking ef this 
spirit ; so that we are not suf- 
tered to tall entirely to rise no 
more, as Will appear by the 
following. 

Some time in the fatter part 
of the winter. the Lerd was 
pleased to vtsit our guilty land 
in the outTper ring of bis Spirit. 
The first indications of his 
power were felt in-some of the

At Nellore, the processions 
havean imposing aspect. The 
large car on which the ido!'s are 
borne in the great: rocession, 
is not less than 60 feet hich, 
aud so large that many lune 
dreds of men are required to 
move it) ‘There are other cars 
used at different times, but all 
are on the same plan. 


Those who have seen a paint- 
ing of Juggernaut’s car. will 
not need a description : for 
those who have not, the follow- 
ing may perhaps, answer.— 
First are two or more pairs of 
strong plank wheels, like those 
of a small cart, on which is 
placed a large rack, as it may 
be called, or frame of strorg 
timbers, from 15 te 50 feet 
long, according to the size of 
the car. From this ascends a 
pyramidal tower. divided inte 
open galleries, lessening, ene 
above the other, till you come 
to the cannopy at the tep — 
These galleries are supported 
by pillars, which are of fine 
carved work, filled with ima- 
ges, and decorated with many 
white, red, purple, and ot er 
gay coloured wreaths and tas- 
sels, hanging around in every 
direction. ‘lhelower galleries 
are generally filled by the brah- 
mins; and in the upper, ina 
kind of chair of state. is the cod 
covered with a rich canopy, 
ornamented with flowers, and 






























































































































































































































































































surrounded with almost every 
thing, either gaudy or elegant. 
To the car are attached strong 
cables. by which the multitude 
frawit slowly along. Before, 
roes the band of music, then a 
gereat number of lamps, en- 
siens, and umbrellas; after 
these. the attending brahmins 
and the cancing girls iomedi 

ately before and around the 
car, The latter often dance 
before the idol. They are ge- 
nerally among the most hand- 
some native females, and are 
very gaudily dressed, with al- 
most as great an abundance of 


yewels as they can carry — 


‘Their dress is commonly a blue 
silk robe. covering all their 
hecy,. girt round them by a 
variety of bands of different 
co'onred silks, and with chains 
of rold, On their feet area 
kind of greaves, covering their 
fect an’ some part of the an- 
thle. surronnded at the ankle 
with smail belis, that ** make 
atinklingas they go” Their 
pppearance is much less offen- 
sive, and their manners less 
flisensting, than we expected to 
find them, Their dancing isa 
kind of hopping to the sound of 
misic, 80 as to strike on their 
bells together and keep time, 
attended occasionally with a 
swinging and indecent motion 
of their bodtes, and waving of 
their hands. ‘The number of 
Dheatmins, which attended at 

time was very ereat, the
